"It isn't  fair.  Many  things  in 
life  aren't  fair"  (and  so  Mr. 
Nanavati  says. ) 

Complaining  again,  are 
you?  You  feel  it's  not  fair 
that  you  have  to  pay  $30  per 
year  for  parking  privileges 
while  your  friend  sneaks  by 
the  attendants  or  parks  when 
there  aren't  anv  on  duty. 

What  about  extension  and 
part  time  students,  you  ask? 
The  Parking  and 
Transportation  Committee 
has  drawn  up  a  set  of 
regulations,  which,  if  passed 
today  at  the  E.C.C.  meeting, 
will  impose  a  $6.00  per  course 
parking  fee.  These  part-time 
students  don't  use  the 
facilities  at  Erindale  as 
much  as  full  time  students 
do.  Therefore,  they  should 
not  have  to  pay  the  full  $30 
fee. 

You've  been  parking  on  the 
construction  road  and  you're 
complaining  about  the  dust? 
Did  you  know  that  there  are 
200  parking  spaces  by  McGill 
House? 


The  parking  lots  at 
Erindale  fill  quickly  and  are 
full  in  the  mornings  and  early 
afternoons. 

Regulation  No.  9  of  the 
Parking  and  Traffic 
Regulations  of  Erindale 
College  (which  will  be  voted 
upon  today  at  the  ECC 
meeting),  reads  as  follows: 
"Vehicles,  with  valid  parking 
permits  from  other 
campuses  of  the  U  of  T,  will 
be  permitted  to  park  free  in 
the  regular  lots.  Due  to 
insufficient  parking  space  on 
the  St.  George  Campus, 
where  permits  are  issued  to 
staff  only,  the  Erindale 
permit  is  not  valid  on  that 
campus."  Students  aren't 
allowed  to  park  on  the 
downtown  campus  and 
permits  which  are  issued 
cost  $72  per  year. 

"But  where  the  hell  do  we 
have  extra  space  for  the  cars 
from  other  campuses? 

We  questioned  Mr. 
Nanavati  about  the 
attendants  and  the  fact  that 


they're  not  always  on  duty 
(thus  allowing  people  to 
drive  through  without 
paying).  He  replied  that  the 
attendants  are  paid  $3.09  per 
hour  and  that  the  College 
cannot  afford  to  have  them 
on  duty  during  hours  in  the 
afternoon  when  few  cars 
come  through.  He  assured  us 
that  the  attendants  on  duty 
will  be  strict  and  that  our 
friends  will  not  be  getting 
through  without  paying.  Also, 
there  will  be  people  checking 
the  parking  lots  for  illegal 
parking  or  parking  in  a 
manner  which  obstructs  the 
lots  so  if  your  car  doesn't 
have  a  parking  sticker,  watch 
out. 

And  for  you  cyclers— two 
bicycle  racks  have  been 
ordered  and  will  soon  be 
installed  on  campus.  You 
won't  have  to  chain  your  bike 
to   one   of   the   $30.    trees

Meditation  Society  will  hold 
an  introductory  talk  on 
Transcendental  Meditation 
(TM)  in  the  Main  Building, 
room  1092,  Wed.  Sept.  27th 
at  12:00  noon.  Everyone  is 
welcome  to  attend  (those 
already  involved  in  TM, 
those  who  would  like  to  try 
it  and  those  who  are  just 
curious).

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SOCIOLOGY  AS  ART 


(The  student's  experience  of  sociology 
as  it  is  taught  elsewhere  and  at  U  of  T  is 
an  alienating,  boring  one.  This  article  is 
but  a  small  attempt  to  explain  why 
most  students  will  stop  going  to  their 
sociology  classes  after  October  I 

The  University  of  Toronto  like  most 
universities  is  a  confusing  place. 
Buildings  arranged  in  no  predictable 
pattern  Professors  arranged  in  no 
predictable  pattern.  Thousands  of  forms 
to  fill  out.  and  for  every  form  a  pretty 
secretary  behind  a  counter  with  a 
forced  smile,  waiting,  while  you  scratch 
out  your  spelling  mistakes  People,  cars, 
sounds,  questions,  directions  -  a  far  cry 
from  the  lethargic  boredom  of  late 
August  Your  senses  are  assaulted  with 
new  experience;  your  i mind  is  boggled 
with  decisions  -  waiting-to-be-made, 
and,  of  course,  your  feet  are  sore 
Somewhere  in  the  delirium  you  try  to 
sort  out  general  trends  ( 'Hey  it  looks 
like  you  pay  your  fees  over  here")  drifts 
of  behavious  ("Good  God.  it  looks  like  I 
CANT  wear  this  dress  on  campus")  -  in 
short  you  try  to  figure  out  what  the  hell 
is  going  on 

Well.  I  would  think  that  sociology  is 
not  very  different  from  the  September- 
sorting  process  we  all  suffer  through  at 
the  beginning  of  each  term  It  is  an 
attempt  to  sort  out.  to  try  and 
understand  how  things  happen  and 
why  However,  any  established, 
certified,  rubber  stamped  sociologist 
will  tell  you  that. 

"The  sociologist  is  primarily 
interested  in  group  behaviour" 

He  will  then  proceed  with  glossy 
graphs  and  incomprehensible  statistics 
to  convince  you  that  "Understanding 
group  behaviour  means  taking  into 
account  and  isolating  all  variables  that 
are  attributes  of  that  group  " 

Then  he  will  slowly,  solemnly  put 
down  his  pointer,  lean  over  the  podium, 
and.  staring  intently  (with  a  slightly 
glared  look  in  his  eyes)  he  will  proceed 
to  clearly  demonstrate  that 

"Determining  and  handling  variables 
can  only  be  done  if  one  seeks  to  be 
objective  and  value-free  in  his  analysis  " 


Waiting  longer  than  necessary  before 
he  continues  (so  that  he  is  sure  you 
have  written  down  what  he  has  |ust 
said)  he  will  then  administer  a 
questionaire  to  the  class  This  will 
consist  of  such  statements  as 

(a)  It  is  a  fact  that  blacks  screw  more 
often 

(b)  It  is  a  fact  that  more  women  divorce 
men  than  women  divorce  women 

(c)  It  is  a  fact  that  Canada  is  not  at  all 
culturally  influenced  by  the  U.S. 

And  after  you  have  written  TRUE  or 
LIE  about  each  one.  he  will  proceed 
with  a  different  set  of  glossy  graphs  and 
statistics  to  prove  that  indeed  one 
cannot  trust  one's  individualistic  biased, 
subjective  preconceptions  That,  indeed 
an  objective  sociology  is  the  true  way 

Having  thus  convinced  you  in  order 
to  give  you  a  few  minutes  to  purge  your 
body  of  values,  and  to  cleanse  your  soul 
of  tainted  opinions,  and  most  of  all  to 
remove  from  your  heart  all  signs  of 
dreadful,  disgusting  emotion,  he  will 
talk  in  a  droning  monologue  answering 
our  questions  about  his  first  two 
commandments  before  you  can  ever 
recall  what  they  were 

"It  is  the  decree  of  the  elders  that  all 
human  beings  exist  in  groups  In  groups 
thus  they  are  shaped  and  conditioned 
from  the  time  of  their  birth  Ponder  ye 
not  that  each  individual  has  different 
perceptions  and  different  histories  of 
experience,  for  these  are  but  a  product 
of  his  interaction   So  it  is  written." 

Sociologists,  my  friends,  are  so  hung 
up  on  THE  GROUP  that  they  forget  that 
they  themselves  are  individuals    They 


tend  not  to  realize  and  examine  the 
influence  that  their  own  life  style, 
biography  of  experience,  and 
preconceptions  have  on  their  work.  As  a 
consequence,  objectivity  means 
ignoring  your  own  values,  rather  than 
understanding  the  nature  and  cause  of 
your  subjectivity:  the  sociology  that 
results  is.  more  often  than  not.  work 
that  assumes  many  things  about  our 
world  These  assumptions  may  include 
everything  from  western  concepts  of 
linear  time  to  the  unquestioned  belief 
that  "poor"'  people  and  "deviants"'  have 
to  be  studied. 


In  other  ways,  sociologists  get 
screwed  by  their  own  methodology 
Data  is  gathered  in  such  and  such  a 
way  so  that  it  will  fit  a  computer 
program  The  world  becomes  labelled  in 
a  way  that  makes  it  easier  to  use  cross- 
tables  Suddenly  the  analytical  tool 
becomes  the  end  rather  than  the 
means 

Sociologists  also  have  a  wonderfully 
naive  way  of  generalizing  from  the  most 
insignificant  information  More  than 
one  sociology  book  is  prefaced  by  a 
thousand-fold  qualifications  on  how 
information  was  gathered  and  used, 
etc  .  but  somehow,  by  the  end  of  the 
book  these  are  forgotten  and  it  is 
talking  about  reality 

The  power  freaks  in  the  upper 
echelons  of  the  profession  (no 
professions  are  not  egalitarian)  want 
desperately  to  be  as  scientific  as 
physics.  Any  good  physics  prof  . 
however,  knows  there  are  no  proveable 
truths  in  physics.  This  "science 
syndrome"  is  rampant  among  U  of  T 
sociologists.  In  the  rush  to  publish 
papers,  gain  prestige  and  promote  the 
profession  in  the  eyes  of  the  intellectual 
community,  the  rest  of  the  world  is 
forgotten  Sociology  as  most  people 
experience  it  at  the  U  of  T  is  an 
alienating  experience  The  denial  of  self 
is  implicit  in  the  quest  for  a  B.A  .  MA. 
or  PhD  Little  or  no  attempt  is  made  to 
see  the  implications  of  simply  operating 
on  biases  rather  than  recognizing  them. 
accepting  them  and  understanding  how 
they  influence  one's  perceptions  and 
one's  work  The  process  of  becoming  a 
sociologist  is  akin  to  becoming  one  and 
at  the  same  time  senile  and  slave  to  a 
computor  Senile  because  your  energies 
are  focused  on  some  absurdity  like 
"The  Frequency  of  Nose  Scratching 
amongst  the  Unemployed,  or 
Manufacturing  Firms  under  60  people 
employed,  in  the  geographical  locations 
surrounding  Great  Slave  Lake  " 

This  of  course  is  not  even  done 
within  a  context  of  understanding  what 
one  is  doing  it  and  how  the  information 
will  be  used  Few  sociologists  are 
anything  but  sub-specialized,  narrow 
people.  An  understanding  of  the 
western  philosophical  assumptions  one 
works  under?  A  concern  for  that  part  of 
life  which  is  u  nd  ef  i  n  e  a  bl  e . 
unqualifiable  ?  A  realization  that 
academic  papers  on  dusty  shelves  only 
attracts  moths  ?  Not  a  chance. 


The  sociologist  it  seems  is  afraid  to 
relate  himself  and  his  experiences  to  his 
work.  For  whatever  reasons,  fear  of 
reprisal  for  being  non-objective,  etc., 
this  leads  to  the  production  of 
knowledge  that  is  for  .the  most  part  a 
product  of  (a)  who  your  processor  or 
thesis  supervisor  is  (b)  what  "school"  of 
sociology  your  department  is  (c) 
whatever  money  you  can  squeeze  out 
of  the  government  research  (d) 
individual  intellectual  quirks. 

An  acceptance  and  closer  scrutiny  of 
the  matter  might  make  most 
sociologists  see  that  their  work  is  not 
part  of  any  systematic  body  of 
knowledge  That  the  only  historical 
context  it  has  is  that  of  the  limitations 
of  the  traditions  of  the  professional 
hierarchy,  and  that  indeed  if  they  were 
not  afriad  of  being  complete  persons  in 
their  work,  the  kind  of  knowledge 
"churned  out"  would  be  a  product  not  a 
rigid  academic  prestige  system  of 
untold  assumptions  rather  of  genuine 
concerns,  slightly  clearer  thinking  and 
sincere  attempts  to  aid  in 
understanding  the  world  before  we  all 
kill  ourselves 

Sociology  as  art  is  no  more  than 
recognizing  that  our  own  perceptions  of 
the  world,  our  own  experience,  past  and 
present  has  a  hell  of  a  lot  to  do  with  the 
kinds  of  graphs  we  produce  and  books 
we  write  Freely  admit  it  Go  on.  say  it, 
say  "I  have  values  Here  are  some 
Now    I    will    look    at    this    thing    here 


because  it  grabs  me  in  the  gut    I  will  try 

and    allow    for    how    that    emotional 

experience  changes  my  understanding 

of  this  facet  of  the  world    Then.  I  will 

attempt     to     communicate     my 

understanding,     intellectual     and 

emotional  to  others  " 

If  your  professor  ever  says  that,  then 

you  will  know  he  is  an  artist    You  will 

know   that   his   analytic   tools   are  |ust 

that,  means  at  systemizing  a  complex 

world     Not    ends    in    themselves,    not 

impositions     of     categories     on     the 

indefinable  You  will  know  that  he  looks 

at  group  dynamics  not  as  the  true  cause 

of  everything   but  as  a  true  cause  of 

some  things    You   will    know   that    he 

realizes  there  are  many  more  variables 

than  he  could  ever  catalogue  and  that 


for  the  most  part  his  theories  are 
calculated  guesses  nothing  else  You 
will  know  that  his  work  fulfills  him 
because  he  is  himself  at  work,  not  one 
segmented  section,  but  a  complex 
mysterious  whole  that  struggles  to 
delineate  his  experience  of  the  world 
around  him  not  to  get  another  salary 
raise  but  to  communicate  the 
implications  of  his  experience 

The  reaction,  of  course,  to  this  kind 
of  professor  would  be  one  that 
confused  accepting  and  understand 
ones  values  and  emotions  with 
suppressing    them.     And    when    our 


sociologist  artist  is  on  trial  before  the 
grand  tribunal,  the  argument  made  that 
studying  something  because  it  "grabs'" 
you  is  precisely  the  kind  of  motivation 
that  leads  to  helter-skelter  sociology 
The  emotions  must  be  divorced  from 
the  intellect  And  when  the  trial 
concludes  and  the  judgment  is  wntten- 
up  it  will  be  stated  that  only  through 
cool  rational  logic  will  we  be  able  to  aid 
the  progress  of  our  great  society  And 
later  at  the  gallows  at  sunrise  when 
given  his  chance  for  a  last  few  words, 
our  sociologist-artist  will  turn  to  the 
blood-thirsty  crowd  of  the  latest  World 
Sociology  Convention  and  say  "There 
was  a  time,  in  my  younger  years  when  I 
studied    beneath    the    ivy    leaves    and 


friends  as  the  years  went  on  I  was  had  I 
was  co-opted  I  became  an  eater  of  rich 
foods  and  a  patron  of  luxury.  Though  I 
worked  long  hours.  I  did  not  question 
my  elders  (except  about  the  grammar) 
and  though  I  published  fourfold  I  only 
repeated  in  a  few  words  what  someone 
else  had  said  before  me  Later,  much 
later,  I  rebelled  I  sought  to  seek  ways  in 
which  I  could  find  out  what  happened 
to  my  papers.  And  I  was  sore  afraid  For 
they  had  been  prostituted  by 
government  officials  and  spat  upon  by 
the  rich.  The  powerful  took  my  data  to 
_use  for  their  own  ends  And  the  poor 
and  the  ignorant,  they  remained  so 
because  they  could  not  read  my 
fourteen  letter  words  And  I  searched 
for  a  way  to  relate  my  cross-national 
computor  programs  to  reality  and  again 
I  was  sore  afraid  The  nations  did  not  fit 
the  data  And  so  in  consequence  I 
turned  to  ways  of  sociology  that  were 
new  to  me  I  studied  things  in  relation 
to  my  reaction  to  them.  I  sought  co- 
operative discussion.  I  published  not  in 
holy  journals  I  became  an  artist  Others 
would  have  me  a  pop-sociologist  but  an 


burnished  stone  of  the  U  of  T,  and.  that 
I  had.  at  that  place,  a  vision  I  saw  a 
perplexing  world  about  me.  many  riots, 
many  wars,  much  lethargy,  and 
boredom  I  saw  unhappy  rich  people 
who  were  "successful  and  unsuccessful 
poor  people  who  were  starved  to  death. 
And  I  felt  that  these  people  were 
wrong  And  I  wished  to  stop  them  So  I 
began  to  study  Sociology  and  besides  it 
didn't  look  like  too  much  work.  But.  my 


artist  I  was  indeed  Attempting  to.  by 
inference  and  implication,  transcribe  a 
new  insight,  a  new  view,  trying  through 
my  various  skill  to  see  how  my 
experience  conditioned  me  as  well  as 
everyone  else  I  was  honest  and 
avoided  jargon  I  was  content  Now. 
now  that  is  gone  and  there  is  only  you 
and  I  and  the  rope  . 

And  the  crowd  rose  up  against  him 
crying  "Stop  his  cathartic  interference5" 
"Slay  him.  for  his  normative 
congruence  is  misaligned !"  "Spit  upon 
him  for  he  knows  not  the  true  value  of 
science ." 

And.  elsewhere  on  the  campus  fresh 
students  scribbled  furiously  in  their 
introductory  sociology  class,  and 
wondered  why  the  kinds  of  things  the 
professor  was  talking  about  sounded  so 
very  distant  to  their  minds  and  to  their 
hearts 


After  all.  to  be  a  good  sociologist  one 
must  successfully  confuse  systematic 
logical  thought  with  denial  of  the 
emotions,  ignorance  of  history  and  blind 
adoption  of  mathematical  models

To  question 
past  incidents  is  beneficial  only 
insofar  as  one  can  acquire 
knowledge  from  them.  The 
future  is  of  concern  now.  Should 
any  readers  sufficiently 
enlightened  upon  political,  or 
other  movements,  feel  their 
knowledge  is  of  public  interest 
please  feel  free  to  contact  this 
newspaper,  and  an  attempt  will 
be  made  to  alleviate  the 
ignorance  that  presently  exists.

Every  Canadian  citizen*  18  yean  of  age  or  more, 
may  vote  if  rending  in  Canada  oo  the  first  day  of 
enumeration  week. 


To  vote,  your  name  must  be  on  a  list  of  electors — 
the  list  for  the  polling  division  in  which  you  ordinarily 
reside  These  lists  are  posted  in  each  Polling  Division 
and  copies  are  mailed  to  each  household  in  urban 
areas 

If  you  are  absent  during  an  election  from  your 
place  of  ordinary  residence,  due  to  your  full-time 
attendance  at  a  recognized  educational  institution 
ip  Canada  during  an  academic  term,  you  may  vote 
by  proxy. 


Where  h  my  ploce  of  ordinary  residence? 

•  Married  students:  It  does  not  matter  if  both 
husband  and  wife  are  students,  nor  does  il 
matter  if  you  live  in  one  room,  or  in  a  students' 
residence  or  at  the  home  of  parents  Your 
place  of  ordinary  residence  is  where  you  are 
physically  residing  on  enumeration  day  and  your 
name  should  be  on  the  list  of  electors  in  that 
Polling  Division. 

•  Single  students  living  "at  home":  No  problem 
You  should  be  on  the  list  of  electors  in  the 
Polling  Division  in  which  your  home  is  located 


YOU  MAY  VOTE  BY  PROXY 

Single  students  living  "away  from  home": 
The  home  of  your  parents  or  guardian  is 
your  ordinary  residence,  even  if  you  may 
be  there  for  only  relatively  short  periods 
of  time  each  year.  Your  name  should  be 
on  the  list  of  electors  in  the  Polling  Divi- 
sion in  which  your  home  is  located.

A  Letter  to  the  Editor: 


In  the  last  couple  of  years  the 
existence  of  ECARA  has  been 
similar  to  an  autonomous  body  who 
has  never  been  opposed,  or  never 
been  aggressive.  The  reasons  for 
this  are  twofold. 

Firstly  the  teams  have  been 
together  for  three  years.  This 
arrogant  isolation  has  failed  to 
produce  other  interested  athletes 
who  would  have  enjoyed 
participating.

Secondly  the  relationship  between 
the  association  and  the  student  body 
and  certain  dissention  within  the 
association  the  last  4  years  has 
created  certain  flaws  in  the  future 
athletic  chances  of  the  college. 
There  has  been  great  success  in 
Erindalian  sports  but  after  this 
great  clique  has  graduated  what 
relationship  is  left9  I  hope  that  the 
new  athletic  director,  (that  is  right, 
we  have  one)  will  stimulate  some 
interest  and  a  better  program  to 
keep  athletics  at  Erindale  a  team 
sport  and  student  involvement 
affair.  So  far,  99  per  cent  of  the 
people  don't  even  recognize  him  or 
know  his  name!  I  feel  that  this  year 
will  be  a  failure  unless  changes  are 
made  in  regards  to  team 
participation  and  student  interest  to 
either  help  cheer,  or  help  build  the 
teams  of  Erindale. 

An  article  appeared  in  the 
Erindalian  directly  opposing  the 
addition  of  a  tackle  football  team. 
Any  knowledgeable  football  player 
at  Erindale  knows  that  eventually 
there  will  exist  such  a  team.  If  the 
association  handled  the  promotion 
properly,  there  would  be  a  lot  more 
interest  shown.  Too  many  good 
athletics  sit  around  all  season 
without  participating  and  the 
amount  of  time  properly  regulated 
would  certainly  not  hurt  the  term 
academically.  There  exist  other 
colleges  who  have  more  team 
represenatives  with  more  support 
from  students  and  are  smaller  than 
Erindale.  Next  year  without  Fail. 
the  director  of  athletics  along  with 
ECARA  should  begin  a  team  and 
arrange  with  the  colleges  at  St. 
George  Campus  a  time  where 
Erindale  could  play.  There  are 
times  when  it  could  be  very  feasible 
for  Erindale  to  play.  If  this  seems 
very  unlikely  then  the  team  perhaps 
could  be  put  into  a  different  night 
league  of  similar  status. 

Unless  the  athletic  director  along 
with  a  sensible  association  does 
commit  themselves  and  stands  up 
to  the  athlete  association  at  the 
main  campus  we  will  remain 
inferior  and  unrespected.  More  and 
more  people  are  going  to  play  for 
other  colleges  and  receive  more 
benefit  and  self-respect  unless  this 
is  done!
